Paul Wooton 
To Lecture 
At Second Meeting 

• PAUL WOOTON, Washington 
correspondent for McGraw - Hill 
Publications, will lecture on the 
history of journalism Thursday in 
D-203 at 8 p. m. This lecture will 
constitute the second meeting of 
the new rudimentary journalism 
course being given under the spon- 
sorship of The Hatchet. 

Mr. Wooton has been Washing- 
ton Correspondent of the New 
Orleans Times-Picayune and Mc- 
Graw-Hill Publications for the 
past thirty years. During this 
time he has served -as president of 
Overseas Correspondents Associa- 
tion, president of the White House 
Correspondents Association, Vice- 
President of the National Press 
Club, and has held many other 
journalistic posts in Washington. 

Under the direct tutelage of 
Anne Peterson, member of 1944-45 
Board of Editors, and David M. 
Mulcahy, the class will get under 
way tonight in Government D-203. 
Several basic points of writing will 
be covered during the first semes- 
ter while second session emphasis 
will be on more technical features.

a FOR THE EIGHTH consecutive 
semester, the University Hatchet 
received All-American honors in 
the Associated pollqglate Prea* 
critical survey. Under the Joint 
editorship of Juanita Hall, Anne 
Peterson and Don A, Balfour, the 
Hatchet garnered 820 points out of 
a possible 1105. 

The rating was based upon a 
critical review of all Issues pub- 
lished during the first semester. In 
the critical report, ACP awarded 
the Hatchet superior ratings on 
war coverage, headlines, typogra- 
phy, editorials and sports writing. 
News stories and editing received 
a rating of excellent. 

Under the superior rating on war 
coverage, special mention was 
given to stories on COGS, the Uni- 
versity hospital, and the veteran*. 
In the editorial field "Lisner Leg- 
acy," “Military Conscription,” 
“Student Activity Fee” and “Co- 
lumbian House Controversy” came 
In for special mention. Under the 
luperior rating on sports writing, 
credit was given to Mervin Lewis’ 
"Out of the Basket.”

At Annual Commencement 


• SPRING COMMENCEMENT of the 124th yew of The George 
Washington University was held in Llsner Auditorium Wednesday, 
May 30, before a throng of parents and friends. Degrees were 
presented by President Cloyd H. Marvin to nearly 400 students. 

The wartime atmosphere was emphasized as Dean Walter 
Andrew Bloedom presented seven- 
ty-three students from the Medical 
School for their degrees. Of these 
students, sixty-two were commis- 
sioned medical officers in the Army 
and Navy, being sworn In and re- 
ceiving their commissions before 
the audience. 

Following the Announcement of 
the convocation by Elmer Louis 
Kayser, Marshall of the University, 
and the Invocation by the Rever- 
end Oscar Fisher Blackwelder, the 
President of the Alumni Associa- 
tion, George W. Neville, presented 
Catherine Cate Coblentz (A.B. ’30), 

Ewin Lamar Davis (LL.B. ’99), and 
Alexander Wetmore, (M.S. '16, Ph. 

D. '20, Sc.D.’32) as recipients of 
the Alumni Achievement Awards 
for outstanding service to the Uni- 
versity and achievement in their 
chosen fields. 

In his charge to the graduating 
class President Marvin urged the 
class members to go into the world 
doing their best with good cheer 
having full confidence that In God’s 
economy nothing is wasted. The 
graduates are supplied with good 
working tools for their tasks: 
strength, intelligence, sympathy, 
beauty, faith, hope, and love.

May 27, with baccalaureate at 
Washington Cathedral The Very 
Reverend John Wallace Suter, D. D.,

.# AS THE FINAL action of 1945, 
Student Council approved Article 
Seven of the revlaed Constitution 
providing for a system of major 
and minor activities. 

Having passed both the Council 
and Student Life Committee, the 
plan will go Into effect In June, 
1946. Under it, a student may hold 
only one of the following positions: 
editor of the Cherry Tree or 
Hatchet, presidency of Cue end 
Curtain, WAA, or Pan Hel; busi- 
ness manager of Cue and Curtain, 
Orchesis, Cherry Tree, or Hatchet; 
and all student Council positions 
(not Including representative from 
the various schools). 

In addition, a student may hold 
two minor offices, which include 
presidencies of all other organiza- 
tions, treasurers of social and pro- 
fessional fraternities, sub-editorial 
board of the Hatchet, associate edi- 
tors of the Cherry Tree, circula- 
tion managers of the publications, 
advertising manager of the Hatch- 
et, and the Council appointments 
of Buff and Blue director, Book 
Exchange head, COGS chairman, 
and Drives chairman.

• THIS SPRING THERE wss a Journalism confer- 
ence. Hopes were high. Wat a Journalism department 
advisable? The arguments seemed to be all on the 
negative side of the picture. 

Yet a college paper is essential to the life of a 
University Just as a free press is a necessary part of 
our democracy. Besides, The Hatchet had a record 
of All-Americans and Pacemakers of former years 
to livs up to. 

Thus come the summer Journalism classes under , 
the sponsorship of The Hatchet. Their ultimate pur- 
pose is to prepare for the “greater Hatchet,” the pos- 
sibility of the old seven column or an eight page 
weekly, the future semi-weekly and eventually a daily 
with a University printing press — all these to fulfill 
the dream of every Hatchet staff. 

But can classes taught by students even with guest 
lectures help these dreams materialize? They can 
to a certain extent, but there must also be the co- 
operation of both the students and the administration. 

Tha Journalism classes can accomplish three ob- 
jectives. First, they can encourage the interest of 
Journalism aspirants. They can create a laboratory 
which, in connection with The Hatchet, will teach 
practical newspaper work. Newspaper writing is one 
profession that cannot be taught from books. Its 
skill comes only from many long hours of writing 
and rewriting, of reading others’ copy, and of know- 
ing and enjoying people. With this in mind, the 
classes are designed only to guide — by presenting a 
few of the fundamental rules of Journalism. The rest 
Is up to the students. 

Secondly, this course is the very foundation of 
Hatchet dreams. With a few keenly Interested In 
the college paper and a background In newspaper 
work, nothing is impossible. The material is here — 
news, staff and advertising potentialities. Past years 
have proven it. The course is to find out who can 
be the nucleus of an enlarged Hatchet, and to train a 
competent staff. 

Third and finally, If there ts student Interest in such 
classes, and this has been shown by enthusiastic en- 
rollments, what mote proof could there be that them 
is • place for s regular Journalism course in the Uni- 
versity curriculum? 


• BEFORE THE OLD Student Council handed over 
its responsibilities. It revived a plan much needed at 
the University — a system of major-minor activities. 
For this the Council Is to be commended. 

Added to the Council's constitution, the activity 
system provides that n <3 person shall hold mors than 
one major office; that Is, editor of The Hatchet or 
Cherry Tree, business of a publication, Cue and 
Curtain, or Orchesis; presidency of the Women’e 
Athletic Association, Pan Hel, Cut and Curtain; and 
all Student Council members except school repre- 
sentatives. 

Although not to be effective until June, 1946, the 
new activity system will be a hardship on no on* 
and a benefit to the University. The purpose of tha 
system is to provide a greater opportunity for train- 
ing in initiative, leadership and responsibility to more 
students by encouraging them to do intensive and 
creative work in a few activities rather than super- 
ficial work in a large number of activities. In addi- 
tion, the system will be a safeguard to the health 
and academic standing of a few students who are 
often given more jobs than ’ -they can handle 
efficiently. 

This is but a matter of common sense that no 
student, unless a genius or another Edison, who re- 
quires only four hours of sleep, can devote the neces- 
sary time or talent to more than one major activity 
and two minors. Previously, it has been true that 
some students have carried the responsibility in more 
than one of these capacities, but only a few 
successfully. 

University officials particularly those of Junior 
College have great concern about the students who 
are on probation and yet still participate in activities. 
The new plan will balance academic and extra-curri- 
cular activities. 

Students may still attain such honoraries as Mortar 
Board and ODK by devoting their time and energy 
to studies and to the Improvement of the University 
through participation In s variety of activities. They 
will merely extend their major and minor offices over 
• period of three years. 

The 1945 Student Council in addition to Its other 
contributions can Indeed be proud of the inaugurated 
activity system which bos avoided the pitfalls of the 
previous point systems.

• A MULTITUDE OF STORIES has appeared ’in The Hatchet 
throughout the past 26 Issues — some good, and some bad. As is 
the custom set by Hatchet policy-makers in the past, it becomes 
our duty to present the 10 best articles of the ypa r, gleaned from 
news articles, editorials and features. 

I. Fight for the Return of Sports. 

Opening (Un in the attack was the 
formation of a student committee 
headed by Mervin Lewis, Hatchet 
Sports Editor, and backed by the 
Student Council. 

Mervin Lewis then presented 
Lois Smith with a list of 12 stu- 
dents, all members of the highly 
successful "Informals,” a semi-pro 
aggregation, who possessed a 2.0 
or better average. 

Following '.his, several editoiials 
In favor of the plan appeared, and 
consensus of student opinion sup- 
ported the venture. 

At the meeting, however, two 
unheralded factors were brought 
up. The list of names which Pres- 
ident Marvin consulted, contained 
over 25 names. Many of them did 
not even have a 1.5 average. All 
during the meeting, the president 
referred to these names as "player 
number one or player number two." 

In addition, the president emphat- 
ically Announced that subsidization 
does not and would not exist on 
campus. 

Final act in this drama was an 
announcement by "BIU" Myers, 

University Athletic Director, that 
due to inability to Arrange a 
schedule this late in the year, and 
to Ineligibility of the majority of 
the students Interested in basket- 
ball, no sports would be possible 
this year. 

t. Activity Fee Drive. In an 
editorial late In February, The 
Hatchet advocated a mandatory 
Activity Fee In order to maintain 
activities on campus. Basic point 
Involved was that the plan would 
be mandatary for day school stu- 
dents and optional for night school 
enrollees. A fee of 19 per year 
would give the student $17410 
worth of activities. 

At a meeting of the Student 
Council, the plan was approved, 
provided that a majority of regis- 
tered students supported It. Next 
move In the campaign was s poll 
of the students. Of some 465 re- 
turns, a 4-1 ratio prevailed In favor 
of the plan. Final action must fol- 
low Administration approval which 
u pinffijarr - / . 

S. Military Conscription. A forth- 
right editorial condemning as 
shortsighted and unreallatlc the 
decision of the Association of 
American Colleges to oppose peace- 
time conscription, appeared at the 
beginning of the second semester. 

Because of its pronounced stand 
for conscription, It was picked up 
by a press service and was pub- 
lished throughout the country. 

4. Lisner Legacy. Early In March 
the Hatchet took Prealdent Marvin 
to task for the apparent non-use of 
Lisner Auditorium. Particular 
point was the Administration re- 
fusal to allow Katherne Cornell to 
present "Barrets of Wlmpole 
Street". The public was given to 
understand that thla stand was 
taken because of personnel prob- 
lems and labor union difficulties. 

However, The Hatchet went on to 
say, If tha new hospital, which la 
not even finished, already has a 


new superintendant, why can't Lis- 
ner Auditorium, which was started 
In 1941, at least have a manager. 

5. Roosevelt Convocation. A very 
impressive service Jn honor of the 
late president, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. was held in Lisner Auditor- 
ium, Friday, April 13. 

President Marvin, for th# Uni- 
versity; Dean Johnstone, for the 
faculty; Dean Kayser, University 
Marshal; and Lois Smith, for the 
student body presented very Im- 
pressive commentaries on the effect 
of his passing. 

g. University Hospital. An- 
nouncement of a federal grant ex- 
ceeding $2,500,000 for a new Uni- 
versity hospital was carried Ih tha 
first issue. After a heated con- 
troversy with residents of the area, 
which was played up in the metro- 
politan papers, construction was 
commenced. Last week all pre- 
liminary work had been completed, 
and the actual foundation laying 
will begin next week. 

7. V-E Assembly. Unconditional 
surrender of Germany was com- 
memorated at a special convoca- 
tion in Lisner Auditorium on May 
8 Brief talks were blven by Pres- 
ident Marvin, Acting Dean Arthur 
Burns, Anne Peterson, new presi- 
dent of the Student Council, Ben 
Noble, past president of the Vet- 
erans club, and Lt. Col John W. 
Brewer, professor of political 
science. 

8. Student Council Elections. 
These were spiced this year by the 
introduction of the block balk t, 
disintegration of the USL party, 
breaking-down of the Allied party** 
well-oiled machine, and the forma- 
tion of an impartial Progressive 
party. Editorially, The Hatchet 
was against the Progressive party. 
They managed to sweep the elec- 
tions. All positions were hotly con- 
tested, with only 15 to 25 votes 
separating candidates. 

•. Cherry Tree. President Mar- 
vin appointed a four-man commit- 
tee to investigate feasibility of a- 
Cherry Tree. Margaret Lynn was 
chosen tentatively as Editor, pend- 
ing investigation by the committee. 
Before Christmas vacation, th# 
committee approved an enlarged 
Cherry Tree provided the budget 
did not exceed last year’s expendi- 
tures. A highly successful annual 
was finally released during tha 
final examination period. 

10. Journalism Lectures. As an 
outgrowth of the student-adminis- 
tration conference on Journalism, 
twp members of the Hatchet staff, 
Anne Peterson and David M. Mul- 
cahy decided to conduct classes in 
Journalism during the summer 
school, and have tentatively made 
plans for a fall course. The first 
lecture will be tonight with over 
25 students expected to attend. 
Paul Wooton, Washington corres- 
pondent of the New Orleans-Tlmes 
Picayune will speak at the second
